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During  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  the  weather  was  extremely  hot  and 
dry,  and  we  had  a very  considerable  prevalence  of  Diarrhoea,  which  makes 
up  two  thirds  of  our  Zymotic  death-rate.  The  greater  part  of  the  summer 
was  characterised  by  a very  high  average  temperature  and  very  scanty  rain- 
fall — indeed  outside  the  Urban  District,  where  the  water  supply  was 
plentiful  and  of  good  quality,  there  was  a near  approach  to  a water  famine. 
I regret,  that  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  rain  guage,  I am  unable  to  give 
the  actual  amount  of  rainfall,  but  append  the  ruling  Barometrical  readings 
for  the  year.  1 will  here  remind  you  that  the  Water  Company  in  reply  to  a 
recommendation  of  your  Sanitary  Committee  promised  to  consider  the 
question  of  covering  in  the  reservoirs  and  filtering  the  water — so  far  they 
have  done  neither.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  ENGLAND  AND  WALES  for  1893. 

The  birth-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  30*8  per  1000  in  the  year 
1893,  and  although  a fraction  higher  than  in  1892,  was  3*4  per  cent,  below 
the  average  of  the  years  1883-92. 

The  death-rate  which  had  been  19-5,  20-2  and  19-0  per  1000,  in  the 
preceding  three  years,  was  19 '2  per  1000  last  year,  corresponding  with  the 
mean  rate  in  the  ten  years  1883-92. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  2*47  per  1000  population,  against  1*90  and 
2-00  per  1000  in  the  preceding  two  years. 

The  mortality  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  159  per  1000 
registered  births,  the  mean  proportion  in  the  ten  years,  1883-93,  having  been 
144.  (Registrar  General.) 

The  accompanying  table  compares  the  death-rates  of  the  Urban  District 
and  of  England  and  Wales,  for  the  past  five  years,  and  I may  point  out  that 
for  the  first  time  for  man}^  years  our  general  death-rate  has  been  slightly 
higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 
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Our  Infantile  death-rate  was  155*5  births.

The  Urban  Sanitary  District  includes  the  township  of  Bridlington,  with 
a part  of  the  parish  of  Bessingby,  to  form  one  locality  known  as  the  Old 
Town  ; and  Bridlington  Quay  with  the  township  of  Hilderthorpe  and  part 
of  the  parish  of  Sewerby,  to  form  the  other  “locality”  The  Quay, — thi 
whole  covers  about  2600  acres,  or  more  than  four  square  miles.  The  Old 
Town  is  mostly  residential  and  takes  the  bulk  of  the  labouring  classes, 
whilst  The  Quay  is  chiefly  occupied  by  lodging:  houses  and  private 
residences.

The  general  death-rate  for  the  Old  Town  was  27*7  per  1000  ; for  The 
Quay,  15*1  per  1000  ; and  for  the  Urban  District  19*8  per  1000  iivingo 
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The  annexed  Table  is  a graphic  statement  of  the  causes  of  deatk 
arranged  to  show  disease,  age,  sex,  division  of  district,  and  quarter  of  the 
year,  the  figures  are  those  of  the  gross  mortality,  and  therefore  do  not  tally 
with  those  in  the  preceding  table  of  quarters. 

Disease  : — The  first  four  disease-groups  are  included  in  the  Eegistrar 
Generals  “ seven  principle  Zymotic  diseases,”  and  are  properly  used  for 
obtaining  the  Zymotic  death-rate  of  a district.  There  were  19  deaths  from 
Diarrhoea,  three  returned  as  Choleraic,  four  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  one 
each  from  Varioloid  Disease  and  Scarlatina,  and  show  a Zymotic  death-rate 
for  the  District  of  2*54.  Of  these  25  cases,  11  belonged  to  Bridlington,  and 
14  to  The  Quay,  and  their  respective  rates  were  2-96  and  2*29.  There 
were  6 deaths  from  Influenza,  2 at  Bridlhigton  and  4 at  the  Quay,  and  the 
death-rate  was  0*53  and  0*65  respectively.  General  Tuberculosis  and 
Phthisis  were  responsible  for  18  deaths,  whilst  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy  had  30  fatal  cases,  the  numbers  in  both  groups  being  slightly 
higher  than  in  the  immediately  preceding  year.  The  death-rates  from 
these  two  groups  were  2*96  and  5*38  at  the  Old  Town,  and  1-00  and  1*64 
respectively  at  The  Quay.  This  disparity  in  the  rates  of  mortality  from 
general  diseases  and  in  special  affections  and  groups  of  affections,  I have 
before  pointed  out  to  you,  and  will  only  now  say  that  the  reason  is  to  be 
found  firstly,  in  the  greater  density  of  population  at  Bridlington,  and  the 
old  and  worn  out  character  of  much  of  the  house  property  there,  and 
secondly  in  the  difference  in  the  age  constitution  of  the  majority  of  the 
inhabitants.  There  could  not  be  a much  better  example  of  the  advantages 
of  free  air  spaces  in  a town,  and  plenty  of  house-room  for  the  family 
whether  rich  or  poor.  Apoplexy,  Heart  Disease,  and  Old  Age,  have  taken 
their  customary  toll. 

Age  : — Of  35  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age,  21  belong  to 
Bridlington,  and  14  to  The  Quay,  and  were  17*7  per  cent,  of  the  District 
mortality,  and  amongst  these  35,  were  10  illegitimates  or  28*5  per  cent. 
Children  born  out  of  wedlock  only  contribute  4*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  births, 
but  28*5  per  cent,  of  total  infantile  deaths — whilst  these  deaths  are  100  per 
cent,  of  the  illegitimate  births — in  other  words  all  the  illegitimate  children 
born  in  1893,  died  before  completing  their  first  year  of  life.  The 
infantile  death-rate  was  203*8  per  1000  live  births  at  Bridlington,  and  114*8 
at  The  Quay,  and  for  the  Urban  District  155*5,  being  3*5  below  that  of  the 
Country  at  large.  The  average  infantile  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  the  ten  years  1883-92  was  144. 

On  the  other  hand,  more  than  a third  of  the  mortality  was  in  people 
who  had  attained  to  65  and  upwards. 

Time  : — In  the  first  quarter — and  more  or  less  throughout  the  year — 
we  had  the  Influenza  with  us,  and  all  through  .the  third,  the  Temperature 
w’as  very  high,  and  there  was  much  Diarrhoea. 

VACCINATION. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  30th  June,  1893,  there  were  register- 
ed, 326  birtlis,  in  the  Bridlington  Eegistration  Sub-District.  Of  these 
infants  on  the  31st  January,  1894,  202  had  been  successfully  vaccinated,  33 
had  (hed  unvaccinated,  2 had  been  removed  to  Districts  of  which  the 
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Vaccination  Officer  had  been  informed,  and  89  were  left  unaccounted  for. 
Not  a single  one  was  postponed  by  medical  certificate.  There  is  then  on 
this  twelve-months  birth  list,  a residuum  of  27 ’3  per  cent,  left  unprotected 
to  swell  the  next  Small  Pox  epidemic,  and  add  to  the  mortality  which  is 
sure  to  overtake  the  unprotected  when  attacked  by  the  disease.  The' 
following  figures  from  the  recent  epidemic  in  Birmingham,  may  be  usefully 
inserted  here.

The  work  done  at  this  most  useful  institution,  continues  to  deserve  all 
possible  support  from  the  public ; additional  accommodation  for  In-Patients 
is  being  provided  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the  charitable,  who 
already  subscribe  will  increase  their  benefactions,  and  those  who  do  not, 
will  emulate  the  good  example  of  those  who  do,  and  so  render  the  equip- 
ment of  the  Hospital  commensurate  with  the  ever  increasing  amount  of 
work  to  be  done  amongst  the  poor.  The  number  of  In-Patients  for  twelve 
months  ended  30th  June,  1893,  was  126 — and  the  visits  to  the  Out-Patients*' 
Boom  for  Medicine  and  Advice  1537.

ST.  ANN’S  CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

This  admirably  managed  haven  of  rest  for  the  invalid  poor,  has  con- 
ducted an  ever  increasing  work  of  charity  amongst  those  recovering  from 
sickness,  and  the  sufferers  from  the  dire  effects  of  poverty ; appealing,  as  of 
necessity  it  does,  less  forcibly  to  us  than  the  sister  institution  above 
described  — nevertheless  the  work  done  here  is  entitled  to  the  fullest 
measure  of  local  sympathy  and  support,  inasmuch  as  the  benefits  dgrived 
from  it  redound  not  only  to  the  credit  of  the  Home,  but  of  the  town  and 
district,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  deserving  a charity  does  not  excite 
more  local  interest.  The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  season  of 
1893,  was  907,  being  380  more  than  were  treated  here  four  years  ago.

SANITATION. 

The  tabular  summaries  in  Inspector  Eeed’s  voluminous  report,  show  a 
a striking  contrast  to  the  similar  statements  of  five  or  six  years  ago. 
When  first  I had  the  honour  to  be  elected  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
from  haff  a dozen  to  a dozen  instances  of  defective  sanitation  per  month 
was  taken,  to  show  a wonderful  activity  on  the  part  of  your  Sanitary 
Officials,  and  we  were  often  informed  that  the  District  was  singularly  free 
from  nuisances  of  all  descriptions,  whilst  in  going  over  the  District  in  recent 
years,  matters  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  which  I distinctly  recollect 
having  condemned  and  caused  to  be  reported  to  you  years  ago,  and  which

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have  remained  unchanged  until  now.  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  effectual  way  in  which  such  cases  are  now  followed  up  and 
your  orders  enforced,  with  the  result  that  during  the  past  year  444  entries 
have  been  made  in  the  Inspector’s  Eeport  Book  and  submitted  to  you,  and 
in  almost  every  case  the  recommendations  and  orders  of  your  Sanitary 
Committee  have  been  properly  carried  out. 


With  regard  to  drainage,  I recently  drew  your  attention  to  the  lament- 
able want  of  any  street  lists  and  plans  showing  what  houses  had  been 
connected  with  the  Main  Sewers  and  which  had  not.  I am  glad  that  this 
matter  has  been  taken  up  and  that  such  an  important  item  of  Sanitation  is 
receiving  the  attention  it  requires'.  The  re-construction  of  the  defective 
drain  behind  Granville  Terrace  is  held  back  until  the  owners  can  agree  to 
their  respective  shares  in  the  expense.  The  completion  of  the  Sewer  in 
Hilderthorpe  Place  has  been  taken  in  hand.  Inspector  Eeed  reports  that 
during  the  extremely  hot  weather  of  the  summer,  many  of  the  man-holes 
emitted  powerful  volumes  of  offensive  gas — this  almost  invaribly  indicates 
deposits  in  the  sewer  and  insufficiency  of  ventilating  shafts — to  obviate  the 
former,  frequent  and  effective  flushing  should  be  carried  out  two  or  three 
times  a week,  and  the  test  of  efficiency  is  the  diminution  of  the  smeU,  whilst 
the  ventilation  shafts  should  be  increased  in  numbers  and  calibre,  so  as  to 
make  the  man-holes  inlets  of  fresh  air,  and  not  outlets  for  sewer-gas. 

I note  that  the  Inspector  again  draws  attention  to  the  frequent  breach 
of  the  Board’s  Bye-law,  No.  3,  relating  to  nuisances,  in  depositing  domestic 
and  other  refuse  in  the  street,  on  waste  ground,  in  the  Beck,  on  the  beach, 
in  fact  anywhere  but  in  the  proper  place  for  it.  I can  endorse  most  of  this. 
On  two  or  three  occasions,  I have  found  the  Sands  Cut  and  Sands  Steps, 
almost  impassable  for  heaps  of  builder’s  refuse  and  other  rubbish,  whilst  the 
Hilderthorpe  side  of  the  Gypsey  Eace  is  converted  into  one  long  dustbin. 

I have  during  the  past  year  accompanied  Inspector  Eeed  to  most  of 
the  places  where  offensive  trades  were  carried  on,  cowsheds,  slaughter- 
houses, and  common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  Lavatories  on  the  Cliff  are  rapidly  progressing  and  I hope  will  be 
completed  in  time  for  the  coming  season. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  summer  I analysed  a sample  of  the  water  from 
the  Market  Place  Pump,  and  finding  it  showed  traces  of  organic  contamin- 
ation, had  the  well  opened  and  examined,  when  it  was  found  that 
considerable  soakage  found  its  way  into  the  water,  it  was  accordingly  closed 
and  the  Water  Company’s  water  supplied. 

The  case  of  offering  for  sale  poultry  and  pigeons  unfit  for  human  food, 
was  a bad  one,  the  man  sold  some  decomposing  fowls  one  Market  day,  and 
the  next  appeared  prepared  to  repeat  the  “business,”  when  his  “stock” 
was  inspected  and  the  pigeons  seized. 


In  concluding  my  eiglitli  annual  report^  allow  me  to  thank  you  for 
re-electing  me  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  for  the  increased  salary 
you  have  accorded  me,  I would  also  here  record  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Gentlemen  forming  your  Sanitary  Committee  who  have  been  most  courteous 
to  me  personally,  and  have  shown  great  practical  knowledge  and  experience 
in  dealing  with  the  multifarious  matters  brought  before  them.

Sir,— - 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  my  Annual  Eeport  of  work  done 
in  the  Sanitary  Department,  for  the  year  ended  December  81  st,  1898. 

In-spection.— I have  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  a house  to  house 
inspection  of  the  entire  district,  and  when  I have  found  sanitary  defects, 
have  reported  the  same  to  the  Sanitary  Authority.  At  the  same  time  giving 
verbal  recommendations  of  appropriate  measures  in  the  less  serious  cases, 
many  insanitary  conditions  have  thus  been  remedied  without  the  service  of 
the  Official  notice,  in  the  remainder,  the  usual  routine  has  been  followed, 
and  notice  duly  served  to  abate  or  abolish  the  nuisance  complained  of,  and 
the  case  followed  up  until  the  notice  was  complied  with. 

Tabulae  Statement.- — I append  herewith  a Tabular  Statement  of  cases 
with  which  I have  dealt.  You  will  observe  that  the  more  numerous  items 
shown  in  such  statement,  are  defective  privies  and  ashpits,  filthy  cesspools, 
and  privies  improperly  constructed,  house  drains  blocked,  privies  without 
soil  boxes,  discharging  into  large  ashpits,  some  of  which  I found  fully  two 
feet  below  ground  level.  The  privies  have  all  being  disconnected  from  the 
ashpits,  and  provided  with  proper  Galvanised  Iron  sod-boxes,  (which  are 
much  better  in  every  way  than  wooden  ones,)  and  the  ashpits  properly 
filled  up  to  ground  level. 

Dipstone  Cesspools  and  Dumb  Wells.— -Large  filthy  dipstone  cesspools, 
are  still  to  be  found  in  the  district.  Although  no  less  a number  than  47 
have  been  dealt  with.  Several  dumb- wells  have  also  been  discovered,  into 
which  w.  c.’s  and  house  drains  have  been  for  sometime  discharging  their 
contents.  These  matters  have  received  due  attention,  and  in  most  of  the 
cases,  the  cesspools  have  been  abolished,  and  Sanitary  Syphon  Guides 
provided,  and  the  dumb-wells  properly  cleansed  and  filled  up. 

Privies. — Privies  improperly  constructed,  &c.,  are  due  to  the  same 
having  been  made  in  such  close  proximity  as  to  abutt  on  walls  of  larders 
and  dwelling-houses,  and  to  be  directly  under  sleeping  rooms,  and  have  in 
all  cases  been  removed  to  a suitable  distance  from  dwellings.  Three  cases 
where  back  entrances  could  not  be  obtained,  and  where  night-soil  came 
through  dwelling-houses  to  Scavengers’  Carts,  have  been  provided  with 
proper  Galvanised  Iron  soil-boxes,  and  air-tight  covers. 

Dust  Boxes. — Twenty-nine  dwelling  houses  without  any  conveniences 
for  depositing  surplus-ashes,  vegetable  refuse,  &c.,  have  been  supplied  with 
dust  boxes.  In  many  instances,  such  matters  found  their  way  into  the 
Gypsey  Race,  and  other  water  courses,  and  in  others,  on  to  the  streets  and 
'oads. 
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Water  Closets, — Defective  Water  Closets  are  in  most  cases  those 
hnown  as  pan-closets,  and  they  have  been  mostly  removed  and  replaced  by 
the  more  cleanly  and  simple  wash-oiit  closets.  Several  Closets  have  been 
discovered  without  any  water  supply,  and  have  been  provided  with  Water 
Company’s  water  for  flushing  purposes. 

House  Drainage,  &c. — House  drainage,  defective  and  improper,  is  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  due  to  the  discharge  pipe  of  slopstone  being  run 
directly  into  drains  and  cesspools.  The  orders  given  have  in  all  cases  been 
to  cut  oft’  the  communication  with  drains  and  cesspools,  and  to  make  the 
waste  pipe  discharge  over  grating  of  Sanitary  Syphon  Gully,  ip  the  open 
air. 


Connections. — Thirty- six  dwelling-houses  have  been  newly  connected 
with  the  Main  Sewers. 

House  Scavenging. — The  House  Scavenging  of  the  whole  district  is 
divided  into  five  sub-districts,  numbered  1 to  5.  In  sub-districts  Nos.  2,  3, 
and  4,  the  work  has  been  well  done  by  the  respective  contractors.  Of  sub- 
districts  Nos.  1 and  5,  I cannot  speak  so  favourably.  I have  had  a large 
number  of  complaints,  many  of  which  I have  on  investigation  found  justified. 
In  No.  1 district  we  have  a very  large  number  of  large  ashpits,  and  I have 
frequently  found  some  of  them  very  much  neglected,  and  full  to  overflowing. 
Some  of  them  are  capable  of  holding  as  much  as  four  cart  loads  of  refuse, 
and  when  so  large,  they  are  generally  the  most  neglected,  and  I should  be 
pleased  to  see  them  reduced  to  reasonable  dimensions. 

Disinfectants.  — During  the  summer  months,  disinfectants  were 
fairly  well  distributed,  and  appeared  to  give  general  satisfaction  throughout 
the  district. 

Carts. — The  carts  used  for  house  scavenging,  have  hitherto  been  found 
unsuitable  for  removing  the  large  quantity  of  slops  with  which  we  have  to 
contend  during  the  summer  months.  The  Board  provided  two  cai’ts  for 
this  work,  which  have  been  used  in  sub-districts  Nos.  8 and  4,  and  which 
were  quite  as  defective,  until  some  alterations  had  been  made,  which  very 
mucti  improved  them.  I hope  during  the  coming  season,  with  better 
apphances,  to  see  still  further  improvements  in  this  respect,  and  thus  do 
away  with  the  large  trails  of  filthy  hquid  which  have  been  of  such  eommon 
occurance  in  our  streets. 

Man-Holes. — During  the  summer  months,  when  the  town  was  very 
full  of  visitors,  and  the  weather  very  hot,  the  street  Man-holes  were  a cause 
of  frequent  complaint.  The  smeU  arising  from  some  of  these  places  was, 
at  times,  unbearable. 

Screen  Chambers.— The  Screen- Chamber  at  the  West  end  of  the 
Harbour,  in  Hilderthorpe,  was  also  the  cause  of  many  complaints,  (both  by 
residents  and  visitors).  This  place  should  receive  every  possible  attention 
during  the  visiting  season,  as  each  year  the  nuisance  becomes  more  marked, 
on  account  of  the  increased  use  of  the  Main  Sewers. 
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Urinals. — Tlie  number  of  Public  Urinals  in  the  district  is  the  same  as 
in  the  previous  year.  They  have  received  due  attention  from  the  street 
Scavengers,  in  their  respective  beats,  and  have  to  this  extent  been  kept  in  a 
clean  and  satisfactory  condition.  The  one  situated  in  the  centre  of  Queen 
Street,  has  at  times  been  unsatisfactory,  owing  to  its  leaky  condition. 

Cow  Sheds,  &c. — During  the  year  I have  made  systematic  inspection 
of  all  Cow  sheds.  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops,  Slaughter-houses,  Common 
Lodging-houses,  Bake-houses,  &c.  On  the  31st  December,  1893,  there  was 
on  the  Eegister,  56,  Cow- sheds,  4 Milk  Shops,  16  Slaughter-houses,  8 
Common  Lodging-houses,  and  19  Bake-houses. 

The  Cow- sheds  generally  have  been  kept  in  a fairly  clean  and  satis- 
factory condition  during  the  year.  One  or  two  places  are  still  in  existance 
which  are  bad  places  for  cow-keeping,  and  which,  I hope,  will  in  a short 
time  be  discontinued,  (viz.)  bad  in  structure,  lack  of  ventilation^  &c. 

Three  persons  have  registered  as  cow-keepers,  and  two  persons  have 
ceased  to  be  registered,  making  a nett  increase  of  one. 

Milk  Shops. — There  are  4 Milk  Shops,  being  one  less  than  in  1892. 
The  shops  and  their  utensils  have  been  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  16  Kegistered  Slaughter-houses  in  the 
District,  all  fairly  well  adpated  for  the  business,  and  generally,  comply  with 
the  Board’s  Bye-Laws.  They  have  been  fairly  well  managed,  only  a few 
minor  infringements  of  the  Board’s  rules  having  had  to  be  corrected. 

During  the  year,  one  person  was  summoned  before  the  Justices,  in 
Petty  Sessions,  for  slaughtering  on  unregistered  premises,  (after  being  duly 
cautioned)  and  a nominal  fine  of  Is.  and  costs  was  inflicted.  One  other 
person  was  reported  for  a similar  offence,  and  cautioned. 

Common  Lodging-houses. — The  number  of  Common  Lodging-houses  is 
8,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  all  situated  in  Bridlington,  capable  of 
accommodating  nightly  118  lodgers,  and  for  that  number  provide  ample 
cubic  space. 

During  the  year  I have  had  to  deal  with  numerous  small  matters  which 
frequently  occur,  such  as  filthy  privies,  manure  heaps,  inattention  to 
ventilation  of  sleeping  rooms,  &c.  In  registered  house  No.  4,  additional 
privy  accommodation  has  been  provided,  which  was  much  needed  when  the 
house  was  fuU  of  lodgers,  and  the  whole  are  now  satisfactory. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  19  Bake-houses  in  the  district,  being  an 
increase  of  three  during  the  year.  All  these  places  have  been  fairly  weU 
conducted,  and  comply  with  the  provisions  relating  to  them.  Only  a few 
small  matters  have  had  to  be  dealt  with. 

Seizure  of  Fowls,  &c. — I have  seized  during  the  year,  one  couple  of 
Fowls,  and  some  Wood  Pigeons,  which  were  offered  for  sale  in  a putrid 
condition,  and  which  were  certified  to  be  unfit  for  human  food,  and  ordered 
to  Ijc  destroyed  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace.  The  facts  vrere  reported  in  the 
.Sanitary  Committee,  and  the  person  duly  cautioned. 
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During  the  year  ended  December  81st,  1893, 1 have  made  the  following 
number  of  visits  of  inspection,  to  the  places  named  below.
